from Washington ‘that the Treasury 


Department had decided to lift the ban 
against the puptication of subscription 
figtres. . 

The total of $157,007,350. compares 
with $65,87€,000 for a similar period in 
thé campaign for the second Liberty 
Loan last October. Although it was 
not definitely so stated, it is under- 
stood that the total given. out last night 
represents the- aggregate of subscrip-- 
tions concerning which the Bond Divi- 
sion of the Reserve Bank has been of- 
ficially: informed in accordance with 
the post-card system of daily ‘reports, 
an arrangement under which.the bank 
figures must necessarily be one day 
late. ‘The reports received by the bank 
yesterday recorded‘ subscriptions in the 
hands of the 1,275 reporting banks and 
trust companies of the district on Tues- 
day night, excepting perhaps some re- 
ports of local institutions which might 
have been forwarded by messenger. 

Of the $157,087,350 in subscriptions 
listed by the- Reserve Bank, the five 
boroughs of New York City are cred- 
ited with $135,950,400; while the re- 
mainder of the district, which includes 
all of New York State, twelve northern 
counties of New Jersey and Fairfield 
County, Conn., have supplied $21,146,- 
950. . 

City Takes 20 Per Cent. of Allotment. 


Comparison with the quotas fixed for 
various portions of the district shows 
that New ¥ork City has thus far sub- 
scribed to about 20 per cent. of its al- 
lotment of $667,125,300, based on a total 
of $900,000,000 for' the whole district, 
while the other communities have to 
date furnished approximately 9 per cent. 
of their $232,874,700 allotment. 

The Borough of Brooklyn, which has 
a quota of $39,616,000, has already sent 
in ‘subscriptions for more than 25 per 
cent. of that amount.

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British Sinkings Fall to Six} 
Week’s Loss Next to Lowest 





LONDON, April 10—The sinkings 
of British merchantmen ‘by mineg or 
submarines reported in the last week 
reached thé next to lowest level of 
any week since Germany began her‘ 
intensive submarine campaign early 
in 1917. Four vessels.of more than 
1,600 tons, two of Iess than 1,600 tons, 
and two, fishing boats were sunk. 

The Admiralty statement adds: 

‘* Vessels unsuccessfully attacked, 
eleven, including two previously. Ar-~ 
rivals, 2,534; sailings, 2,495. 

“Both fishermen reported today 
were sunk during the week. ended 
March 380.” 

According to a dispatch from Paris, 
only two Fr@hch merchantmen, both 
over 1;600 tons, ‘were sunk by mines 
or submarines during the week ended 
April 6. 

A Rome dispatch says that one 
Italian steamer of more than, 1,500 
tons was sunk by an enemy sub- 
marine in the last week. Three small 
sailing vessels were also sunk. 





The lowest number of British ships 
reported sunk'in one week by sub- 
marine or mthe since Feb. 1, 1917, 
was five, in the week of Jan. 12. 
Last week’s total of six was equaled 
in the week of Nov. 11.

WITH THE. FRENCH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, April 10.—To the newcomer 
from Paris to the French Army the 
first impression is the . extraordinary 
absence of what is called publi¢ opinion 
about the war. There are no fluctua- 
tions of attitude according as the news 
is good or bad, no doubt or hesitation. 


The army has its work to do and does 
it unquestioningly. 
In the best sense of the word the:sol- 


diers. of France. are #& professional 
army. The first thing asked of a new 
arrival is, ‘‘ Well, how is Paris taking 
it?’* One never thinks of the reply, 


| “‘ How is the army taking it? ’’ because 


from the outset it is evident that the 
army is taking it (no matter what that 
implies) as part of the day’s work. Fo- 
rain hit the right nail. when he drew 
his famous cartoon of a poilu saying, 
“We will hold, but what = the 
eivilians?"’ | 

Throughout this -battle the —— 
Army has been perfectly calm, Men 
have confidence in their, chiefs and in 
themselves. They have had difficult 
moments, when whole divisions have 
had to fight to the death, but those 


‘who are left of them are as confident as 


ever—Supremely confident. They know 
that they are better than the Germans. 

Before this drive there had ,been three 
great German offensives—from Charle- 
roi to the Marne, on the Yser, and. at 
Verdun. 

Int the first the French: were outnym- 
bered and outgunned, and in the second 
also. At Verdun the enemy, by a 
momentary concentration; broke down 
smaller forces. In‘all three the French 
bore the brunt of battle, yet they were 
victorious. Now they have the support 
of the British and the gigantic promise 
of America behind them, and in ad- 
dition an equality of guns, materials 
and transport. Their: one weakness, 
as compared with' the Germans, ‘the 
lack of a united’ command; has been ré- 
paired. They know that the end is now 
sure. However great Germany's effort 
is, it is only the ‘‘ death flurry”’’ of ithe 
harpooned leviathan. 

The Times correspondent talked yes- 
terday with -the staff officers of ‘a 


‘division which was thrown into the'line 


at a moment's notice north of Nesle at 
the time of the monvignt German at- 
tack. 

Through lack of the co-ordination, 
now insured by Foch’s, appointment they 
were, left without supports on the right 
and left. For six long days and nights 
without sleep and worn out by” the 
terrible fighting they stood off. the’ at- 
tack of ten ~German divisions which 
were constantly replaced by new units, 
brought up tothe front line by ~ — 
mobiles.

But Germans Have Gained No 
High Ground in Northern At- 
tacks, Says Maurice. 


LONDON, April 10.—‘‘In the morn- 
ing’s attack the enemy entered the 
British first line trenches between the 
Rivers Lys and Doube,” says Major 
Gen. F. B.. Maurice, Chief Director of 
Military Operations, at the War Of- 
fice today. ‘‘ The attack extended from 
Armentitres to Messines. 

‘*The German gains teday, in con- 
junction with the regults-of his attack 
yesterday, have placed Armentiéres in 
an. awkward salient. Armentiéres is 
now little more than a heap of ruins, 
and its loss would not be a vital matter.

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN FRANCE, April 10.— 
In my message yesterday I told as 
much as was known. of the attack 
against the British and Portuguese 
troops between Armentié@res and Gi- 
venchy, the strength and purpose of 
it being then uncertain. It is now 
clear that. this battle, which is still in 
progress today, is a new and formida- 


ble offensive, with large objectives; 
and not merély a demonstratign. to 


area of the Somme. 

It also is made certain by this new 
thrust that the German high com- 
mand have decided to throw the full 
weight of their armies against the 
British in an endeavor to destroy-their 
forces in Northern Frarice instead of 
dividing their efforts by striking also 
at the French. I believe their plan is 
to. edge off as much as possible from 
the French armies, holding them in 
check by defensive fighting and coun- 
terattacks in ordér to concentrate 
their masses of men and guns oppo- 
site the British lines and hurl them in 
a series. of blows now on the riglit and 
now on the left, following up each 
success as far as its possibilities ad- 
mit. It is a menace which calls for a 
supreme effort of the armies of Great 
Britain and her allies. 

Yesterday the enémy struck north on 
the British left, beginning, as I have 
in the flat grounds opposite 
Neuve.Chapelle as the centre of the 
thrust with Fleurbaix.to the north 
and Givenchy to the south, and ex- 
tending, this morning further north 
still above Armentiéres, and including 
the ridge of Messines. As yesterday, 
so today. They succeeded in pressing 
back’ parts of the first defensive sys- 
tems, and their threat this morning 
was most vehement in the neighbor- 
hood of Messines, although British 
counterattacks have since driven the 
enemy back part of the way. 

Night of Tremendous Gun Fire. 


An enormous gun fire was directed 
against the British positions along 
all this line last night again after 
yesterday . morning's bombardment, 
and continued without pause through 
@ very unquiet night, when. all 
through the hours this tumult of great 
guns beat upon one’s ears with con- 
tinued drumfire, and all the sky was 
full of flame and light. 

This morning again when I went up 
into French Flanders and through the 
villages which the enemy had been 
shelling regardless of the women and 
children there, this frightful, unceas- 
ing. thunder was as.loud as ever and 
told one without further news that the 
battle was still going op and that the 
Germans were extending its zone. 

' The great achievement of the day 
on the part of the British troops en- 
gaged was the magnificent stand of 
the 65th Division, all Lancashire 
troops, who held the flank firm 
against fierce repeated attacks by 
troops four times stronger than them- 
selves in numbers, and who when 
the men on their left were pressed 
back formed a flank on their left and 
so. withstood the enemy’s’ hammer 
blows that at the end of the day and 
this. morning the line. was ‘still un- 
broken there. Givenchy was. sstill 
and the enemy’s waves of 
men lay. shattered in front .of them 
and 756 prisoners had been “taken.

Reports of the fighting in the north 
between La Bassée and Armentiéres 
have given a much clearer idea of the 
operations in this sector, and the accom- 
plishments by both the Germans and 
the Allies in the first stage of the 
fighting. The German effort which was 
directed against this line had for its 
purpose exactly the same as that which 
proved successful in the opening of the 
battle—to break through the - British 
defenses; indeed through the entire de- 
fensive zone, and sweep on to the 
heights peyond. There can be no ques- 
tion that..if :this,-could .be done. the 
damage would be. vast. The southern 
line north of the Somme would ‘be 
vitally affected.: The hinge at Arras 
would be destroyed through the forced 
evacuation of the Vimy Ridge posi- 
tions. This, as’ has been. previously 
noted, is the primary object of the 
German plan. 

The Germans find themselves crammped 
in the -relatively narrow salient along 
the Avre. There is not room to spread 
out. Their numbers cannot be used 
advantageously. To attempt to in- 
crease the men. per mile of line causes 
slaughter of their troops, and, jnore- 
over, there a natural limit to the 
number of mgn who can be so employed. 
As the number of men increases the 
burden of the transport also increas 
causing a complete block of all available 
routes to the front. 

In addition to this, the Allies are al- 
ways prepared for the attack when it 
comes because the Germans practically 
have no choice. They must attack in a 
very narrow area, with no possibility of 
concealment of their real object. For 
every reason it became necessary to 
widen the front of activity. To* have 
an active front of a hundred miles, or 
even of half that distance, gives them 
some choice and some ability to divert 
attention from the real front to be at- 
tacked, which need be but a few miles 
long in order to force a local withdrawal 
if the wedge is sufficiently deep. If 
then the active front can be widened to 
include all of the line from Montdidier 
to Armentiéres, or even to Arras, Ger- 
many can attack where she pleases, cre- 








ate local salients, and, if the supply of 
men holds out, gradually encircle each 
place by attacks both north and south 
of it. . 

There is an additional value to be 
gained in this attack in the north other 
than Arras directly. That is the town 
of Bethune, some five miles west of the 
original line where it crosses the canal. 
The importance of Bethune lies in its 
railroad connections. It has direct rail 
communication with Calais by a double- 
track system, while from it branches 
radiate both. along the canal feeding 
that section of the front and southeast 
to Lens. It is an important © British 
base, supplying much of the line from 
Lens to Fleurbaix. 

The German attack has brought the 
line within four miles of this base at its 
nearest point, which is on the Laire 
Canal, near the town Vieille Chappelle. 
The advance, however, can be accom- 
plished only with great loss, as the 
country is absolutely flat, making it 
difficult to effect concentrations unless 
they are plainly visible. It is also void 
of defensive features, although there are 
several heights about Bethune which 
give good observation. 

The Germans advanced their lines in 
the fighting of the first day as far as 
the Laire River from Vieille Chappelle 
— —— to its junction with the Lys 
at Estaires and in the northern @one of 
attack, along the Lys as far as Bac St. 
Maur. This throws the battle line well 
to the west of Armentiéres and makes 
the village the point of a rather sharp 
salient. This town, however, 
value from a military standpoint. Far 
down in the Lys Valley, directly on the 
river, it has been very close to the battle 
lines since 1914.

Switch- 
ing their attack from the south of 
Armentieres to the north of the town, 
the Germans delivered a strong attack 
against the British line between Ar- 
mentieres and Hollebeke, behind which 
is: the famous Messines-Wytschaete 
ridge. No serious damage was done at 
latest reports. The British were driven 
in, back upon this ridge which they 
held at last accounts of the fighting. 
But if the Germans can push them back 
from the ridge the entire position in 
Flanders is threatened. 

The advantage in this fighting, how- 
ever, lies with the British at present. 
The ground in Flanders is, it will be 
nemembered, very low and without any 
naturally prominent features other than 
the Wytschaete ridge and its extension, 
the Passchendaele ridge. The possession 
of these points is an advantage not 
readily exaggerated. For observation, 
for artillery work, the ridge is of vital 
importance, and was the one feature 
which caused the British such great 
trouble in both the first and the second 
battles of Ypres. 

As long, however, as the British hold 
the Messines ridge, the extent of the 
German advance along the Lys to the 
west is limited. In other words this 
position bears the same relation to the 
positions west of Armentiéres that the 
ridge at Vimy bears to the line north 
of the Somme. An advance with this 
bastion on the flank, from which the 
British could later strike out against 
the base of the salient, is not possible 
as a military conception. 

There is no indication that this is an 
attempt to get to the sea at another 
point. There is every indication, in 
fact, that it is not. It is, however, a 
gigantic attempt to clear the ground 
from Ypres to Montdidier of all posi- 
tions: which the British could use ag 
striking points in a counter movement. 
To win, Germany must concentrate on 
one objective. She cannot scatter her 
efforts over this long front.

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GERMANS WASTING 
MEN ON OISE FRONT

I have explained that this protruding 
corner of the French: front was not 
tenable because there was no room for 
the deployment of any considerable body 
of troops, and because it lay between 
the marshes and forest block of St. 
Gobain, held by the enemy. It was a 
salient of very little value, the abandon- 
ment of which was early decided upon. 
Advance guards were, however, main- 
tained from Barisis to the river, with 
instructions to fall back slowly to the 
new line, which would firmly held, 
making the enemy pay’ as heavily as 
possible for every mile of ground.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The state- 
ment of Premier Lloyd George, in 
Commons. yesterday, that American 
troops are an essential factor in holding 
the western line, was received in Con- 
gress today with great interest. It will 
form the topic of debate tomorrow when 
the War Department’s amendments to 
the existing draft laws, declared neces- 
sary by the department for the second 
call of men, comes up for debate. 

Unanimous consent was aa just be- 
fore adjournment tonight that these 
changes would be taken up tomorrow, 
displacing the Rivers and Harbors bill, 
and be kept before the House to the ex- 
clusion of all other business until fin- 
ished. Representative Madden of Illinois, 
consenting to*this arrangement for the 
Republicans, called the measure the 
most important matter before the 
American people. It seemed certain to- 
night that these chan , over which a 
sharp fight had been, threatened, will gu 
through without serious difficulty. 

Representative Kahn of California, 
ran ng Republican on the Military Af- 
fairs Committee, said today: 

“It is my-firm opinion, and I shall 
tell the House tomorrow, that the t 
the Allies can do is to hold the westérn 
line, and that it will be Americans who 
will give the final momentum necessary 
to a successful offensive. 

‘“‘I am very hopeful that when Secre- 
tary Baker returns from $-france, he 
will bring with him plans for a vastly 
increased military establishment. A few, 
months ago, when I told him that the 
United States should have 5,000,000 men 
in arms, he threw up his hands. 
imagine he hasn’t that same. attitude 
now. To. win this war, we must out- 
number and outfight the Germans on 
the Western front." . 

Representative Shallenberger of Ne- 
braska, a member of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee, who opposed the draft, 
said today ‘after reading Lloyd George’s 
speech that -he thought the United 
States would be forced to. conscript all 
men for service up to 40 years of age.

The Government was introducing a 
large measure of self-government for 
Ireland, Mr. Asquith said, and he hoved 
that the measure would be received 
with something like general assent. 

There were both constitutiona! and 
revolutionary movements in Ireland, Mr. 
Asquith went on. The evidence showed 
that the latter was waning, but it was 
not stamped out. It still existed, and 
had to be reckoned with. He suggested 
that the Government would he guilty 
of terrible short-sightedness, at a time. 
when the Irish Convention had com- 
pleted its labors, and: when it was ask- 
ing the House to accept a far-reaching 
measure of self-government, in frapos- 
ing on Ireland compulsion which was 
obnoxious to a very large number of 
the Irish people. It was all-important 
that unnecessary domestic controversy 
should be avoided, and that a united 
and unbroken front should be presented 
to the people, the Allies, and the world. 

Bonar Law Tells of Emergency. 

Andrew Bonar Law, spokesman for 
the Government, said that what had 
happened in France was unexpected. 
That was why this bill was presented, 

“It is useless to conceal from our- 
selves the real position,”’ he said. ‘‘ Un- 
til the battle began the balance of 
forces' W&s not against the Allies on the 
western front. Not only the-Govern- 
ment, but the British and French mili- 
tary advisers, believed that there was 
no danger of anything fatal happening. 
Wherever the fault lies, it does not re- 
Heve the necessity of filling the ranks 
in the army, unless we are prepared to 
accept the position that we cannot win. 

‘‘We have been able to fill the 
wastage in the battle thus far, but ac- 
cording to the figures of the casualties 
available, the most critical time is like- 
ly to arise at the end of May and June. 
We have succeeded to some extent in 
meeting the difficulty by what the. 
Americans have done. We cannot put 
too high our admiration of President 
Wilson‘s action in this matter in 
brigading the American troops. Noth- 
ing but absolute necessity could have 
justified our making such a demand or 
President Wilson’s acceding to it.’’ 


Using Four Menths Men.. 


There were still eight months at least 
of this campaign left, Mr. Bonar Law 
continued, and if the struggle went on, 
as the Government believed it would, 
the men conscripted now would become 
available Yust at the time they were: 
needed. The Government: had already 
put in men of four months or less train- 
ing, and must face the economic risk, 
confronted as it was by a greater risk.

to reject the whole bill. If the country 
thinks we are making a mistake we 
will do our utmost loyally to support 
any other Government which carries 
on the war.”

Irish Howl Down Geddes. 


After Captain William A. Redmond 
had spoken against the Government 
measure, a sensational scene agrose-in 
the House. Leif Jones, Liberal for

deciding to conscript Ireland. Sir 
Auckland ,Geddes, Minister’of Recruit- 
ing. rose to address the House, but the 
Nationalist members shouted for Chief 
Secretary Duke to speak. 

Sir Auckland tried to speak, but his 
voice was drowned by shouts of: 
‘* Duke!’ ‘‘ Duke!" The Speaker of 
the House appealed for order, where-. 
upon Joseph Devlin excitedly demanded 
to know where the Irish Government 
stood in the matter. The disorders con- 
tinued, Sir Auckland Geddes vainly try- 
ing to get a hearing. The Speaker again 
intervened aid said that, although some 
members were anxious to hear the Chief 
Secretary, others wanted to hear 
Geddes. 

This failing to quiet the commotion, 
the Speaker appealed to the House for 
a third time and said that, if a certain 
number of members were determined 
that Geddes should not be heard, that 
was a e two parties could play at. 
He strongly: deprecated the attempt to 
shout down the Minister or .Recruiting. 

John Dillon appealed to his friends to 
allow Sir Auckland a hearing, and An- 
drew Bonar Law -eventually promised 
that Mr. Duke should participate in the 
discussion of the Irish clause. Sir Auck- 
land Geddes was then allowed to speak. 
He gave some explanations on details 
of the bill and strongly emphasized its 
urgency from a military viewpoint. 

Closure was applied and carried by a 
vote of 319 to 105, and an amendment by 
Sir Charles Hobhouse, declaring that 
‘* while recognising the gravity of the 
military situation, the Huuse is of. opin- 
ion that the measure diminishes the 
naval and economic power of the nation 
without adding commensurate military 
strength,’’ was defeated by a vote of 
821 to 106. The bill was then passed 
to second reading. 


BONAR LAW STANDS. FIRM. 


Is ready, He Says, for a Direct Issue 
with the Cabinet on the Bill. 
Special Cable to Tom NEw YORK Truums. 
_ LONDON, Thursday, April 11.—The

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bate .on the. second reading of the new 
Military Service bill, the country — is 
faced with the possibility of a grave 
political crisis developing in the next 
few days. Some of the provisions in 
the bill were severely criticised during 
the debate, notably by Sir Donald Mac- 
Lean, who spoke with’ all the authority 
that belongs to him as Chairman of 
tfie _most important draft. appeal 
tribunal in the.country:. John Dillon 
solemniy warned the Government of the 
danger they were runhing of creating a 
new battlefront in Ireland, and Mr. 
Asquith earnestly counseled against ex-

‘‘The ex-Prime Minister was critical 
of other points.in the bill. He spoke 
with great energy ahd under an over- 
whelming sense of responsibility, avoid- 
ing merely controversial points and be- 
traying not a trace of partisanship. 
The great majority of the House 
seemed to be-in sympathy with Mr. 
Asquith, and when he sat down he re- 
ceived a yeritable ovation. 

It was in a crowded house in this 
mood, at once tense and critical, that 
Bonar Law rose at 6:35 o’clock. He 
spoke for an hour without the aid of a 
single note. As a debating effort his 
speech was a tour de force. His argu- 
ments marched in orderty procession. 

*‘Every phase of the bill was dis- 

cussed. Even when his spirit was hard 
and unyielding his manner was fair and 
courteous. Never has he spoken with 
more power or with an accent of firmer 
conviction. 
\‘*The feature above all others that 
stood out in the speech was that frank 
invitation..to the House to change the 
Government if it did not like the bill. 
Bonar Law was not very malleable on 
the question of the new age limits for 
military service, but in regard to the 
extension of conscription to Ireland he 
was as unyielding as a block of marble. 
On this point the Cabinet mean to stand 
or fall. » : 

“*The application of the military 
service act, to Ireland is‘not,’ he said, 
‘with us a pious opinion; we nitend to 
carry it out.’, 

‘“‘He went on to say that there was 
no subject on. which the House of Com- 
mons was more entitled to pronounce 
its judgment than this one. ‘If the 
House thinks’ we are wrong, somebody 
else must carry on the Government,’ he 
asserted. He disclaimed the idea of 
using this language as a threat. He 
only desired to make it plain that on 
this matter of Ireland the Cabinet were 
not going to alter their decision. 

‘‘He even invited the House to pro- 
nounce for or against the Government by 
a decision on the second reading, with- 
out waiting for the committee stage, 
when the clause dealing with Ireland is 
reached. It was a direct challengt, so 
bald and overpowering that for the 
moment it took everybody. aback, but 
boldness in adhering to rash causes has 
often led to dangerous embarrassments 
for a Government.’’. 

‘*The initiative is now with- Asquith. 
He could not, of course, oppose the sec< 
ond reading, but if during the commit- 
tee stage he chose to accept Bonar 
Law’s challenge by moving or support- 


ing an amendment for the exclusion of 
Ireland a critical political situation 
would arise.” . 


‘INSANE,’ SAYS T. P. O’°CONNOR. 


Irish Leader Gables “Solemn Warn- 
ing”’ to Dillon. 


SAN. FRANCISCO, April 10.—Appli- 
cation in Ireland of military conscription 
would be an ‘‘ insane blunder,’’ accord- 
ing to a cablegram: sent today to John 
Dillon, leader of the Irish Party in 
Parliament, by T. P. O'Connor, Irish 
publicist and member of Parliament, 
who is here ona speaking tour. The 
message read: 

“I must at once record a solemn 
warning that conscription in Ireland 
will paralyze its friends and encourage 


its bitterest enemies in this country. 
This insane blunder would again render 
futile the best efforts of Irish leaders 
everywhere.” 


LONDON PRESS FEARS 
EFFECT IN IRELAND 


Divided Over Wisdom of Draft 
Plan, Though Emphasizing Need 
of More Man Power., 














LONDON, April 10.—The general tone 
of the gomment in most of the London 
newspapers on Premier Lloyd George’s 
proposal of conscription for Ireland re- 
flects serious apprehension of the effect 
on the Irish people. The evening papers, 
except The Globe, which is pro-Ulster, 
either oppose the bill or express grave 
doubts as to the effect of an attempt 
to. enforce it. While a majority of the 
morning papers agree with the prin- 
ciple. of the measure, several of them 
dwell upon the need of caution in 
dealing with Ireland at this time. 

The Westminster Gazette, while main- 
taining reserve on the man-power Dill 
as applied to Great Britain, says that 
the- proposals regarding Ireland have 
increased Irish uneasiness. 

‘We are at war, and we cannot wish 
to add acute troubles in Ireland to our 
other difficulties,” says this newspaper. 

It expresses regret that the Irish Na- 
tionalists were not consulted and. that 
Premier Lloyd George is ‘flying into 
the teeth of a unanimous report signed 
equally-by the Unionists and National- 
ists of the Committee of the Irish Con- 
vention appointed to consider the rela- 
tions between the military service and 
the Irish Government.” 

The Gazette thinks that the Premier, 
by declaring for conscription to be im- 
posed upon Ireland no matter what 
happens to the Home Rule proposition, 
risks the failure of both measures. be- 
tween the Nationalists who may object 
to the ené and the Unionists who may 
object to the other. It suggests that 
this portion. of the bill be reshaped 
and that ‘‘ we saved acute trouble 
with Ireland for a military reinforce- 
ment which may easily, if this method 


be pursued, turn out on the balance 
to be a minus quantity.” ~ 


Views Outlook with Anxiety. 
The Evening Standard, after express- 
ing. the hope that the Government will 
do its best to minimize the disturbance 
to the national life due to the partial 
mobilization of men up to 50 years of 


age, says. that it is undoubtedly only 
just that Ireland should do her. part, 
*“*but when we come to the’ question of 
compulsion there’ are considerations 
which make us regard with considerable 
anxiety the situation foreshadowed in 
last night’s debate.” 

Charging the Government with having 
‘“‘ weakly and foolishly permitted anti- 
British, pro-German propaganda in Ire- 
land,’’ the Standard adds that, much as 
it regrets this, ‘‘ it is clear that Ireland 
is in a false position as regards the rest 
of the civilized world so long as she r 
fusqs to play her full part in the war.” 

The Star takes the Premier to task 
for having, as it alleges, failed to read 
the report of the Irish convention before 
—— proposal. 

- The Daily Mail says that the choice 
which is now being made is between 
victory and defeat, adding: 

No faintheartedness of the survivors, 
ened make the sacrifice of our dead in 
vain.” i ‘ 

There is mo other course than that pro- 
posed, it adds, ‘‘ as Russia has failed us 
and the United States has not been able 
to send us armies in time.’ The ants 
says that Irishmen cannot be excluded 
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when men of 50 in 
called Aap for service. : 

‘The Daily News agrees that whatever 
steps will further the prosecution of the 
War must be adopted, but says: 

“In striking. a balance we must sat- 
isfy ourselves that the gain will be moré 
than the loss.” ‘ 

The paper then deals. with the Irish 
proposal, which, it~ says, seems like 

midsummer madness,” adding: 

‘*For every battalion it bri us it 
will mean the loss of two needed to hold 
in checkian indignant people stung once 
more into open re on.’* ; 


Called Obvious Justice. 


No Government measure, The Times 
says, has ever had a background .more 
grim or a justification more imperative. 
The Times adds: é 

“We shall certainly not. attempt, 
especially in the light of the latest 
news from France, to prejudge the -at- 
titude which the’ Nationalist members 
may ultimately adopt toward thia ob- 
vious measure of justice to tne rest of 
the United’ Kingdom and to the Irish- 
men of Canada and the United States.’ 

The Morning Post rejoices that the 
Premier and his colleagues have re- 
solved on a ‘“‘ straight, just and courag- 
eous policy ’’ toward Ireland, but says 
that the proposal to introduce a meas- 
ure of home rule in Ireland is unwise 
and unjust, as it is an attempt to con- 
cilfate the irreconcilables. 

Premier Lioyd George, says The Daily 
Express, undoubtedly-was voicing Brit- 
ish opinion when he declared that it 
was intolerdble tnat young Irishmen 
should be left *‘to prosper and riot’ 
when British: manhood was mobilized 
for military service. : 

The Manchester Guardian considers 
that from the Premier’s statement a 
case for raising the military age in 
Great Eritain has not been made out. 
Assuming that the Germans have made 
up their minds either to succumb or 
triumph as a consequence. of the 
present offensive, the newspaper says, 
that particular issue will be settled in 
one way or the other before the men of 
40 and 50 are trained. The paper asks 
whether it is worth while to disorganize 
the business of the country for the sake 
of 70,000 or 100,000 men six months 
hence. 

The Guardian_believes that American 
reinforcements will turn the balance, 
and finds it impossible to regard the 
raising of the age for service as a real 
contribution to the military problem. 
As for conscription in Ireland, it calls 
this the: gravest decision announced in 
the Premier’s speech, and the one with 
the smallest attempt at justification. 


WAR NEWS HELPS PREMIER... 


Critics Stilled by Grave Situation— 
Home Rule Plan Is Vital. 


LONDON, April 10.—Factors which 
governed the recent crisis over the re- 
moval of Géneral Sir William Robertson 
as Chief of the General Staff still seem 
to control the political situation. The 
Lloyd George Government has again 
challenged the House of Commons to 
accept its man-power policy or provide 
another Government. 

Since no Parliamentary section ap- 
pears ready to take the Government re- 
sponsibility, t indications are, as 
shown by today’s debate, that the Gov- 
ernment will carry the day, despite the 
evidence that the new proposals meet 
with widespread criticism. Moreover, 
the news from the front today, showing 
the continued gravity of the military 
situation, is helping the Ministers in 
their-new campaign. ‘ 

Ireland and the. attitude of the Na- 
tionalists remains an unknown factor, 
but John Dillon at the end of his speech 
seemed to indicate a possible means of 
agreeing with the Government. Until 
the Government proposals on the pro- 
jected home rulé measure become 
known, nothing can be predicted with 
any certainty. 


ANGRY PROTESTS IN IRELAND. 


Freeman’s Journal Says That the 
Government Has “Gone Mad.” 


DUBLIN, April 10.—Commenting on 
Fremier Lloyd George’s proposal of 
censcription: for Ireland, the Irish In- 
dependent says: 

‘* The bases of the Government’s policy 
are so apparent that all its intentions 
are suspected. No Ministry that has 
ever ruled Ireland since the penal days 
has more justly incurred the execrations 
of a people whose liberties are sacrificed 
to mean expediency.’’ 

The Freeman’s Journal says: ‘ The 
Government has gone mad. Lloyd 
George, the quondam Boer champion, 
announced the decision yesterday to 
carry the war into Ireland. Every one 
in Ireland knows what the result will 
be. The only supporters in-Ireland of 
forcible conscription of Irishmen for the 
war are those who want to‘see Ireland 
reduced to a welter of confusion, in 
order that their own reactionary views 
may prevail.’’ ; 

The Irish Times says: . 

“We are sure the Government did 
not reach its decision without having 
made its plans to overcome, if it can- 


j} not propitiate, the resistance which may 


be offered from Ireland. Only one thing 
could be more unfortunate than the 
total exemption of this country from 
ccmpulsory service—the enactment of 
eompulsion and subsequent hesitation to 
enforce it in the face of lawless and dis- 
loyal threats.’’ 


SAYS. AMERICA 
HEARTENS ITALY 


Resistance Stiffened by Power- 
fal Support, King Emmanuel 
Cables President Wilson. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The power- 
ful support of the United States has 
stiffened the resistance. of the people 
and soldiers of Italy, King Emmanuel 
cabled President Wilson in a message on 
the occasion of the first anniversary of 
the United States’ eptry into the: war. 
The message, just now received here, 
reads: 

“It is a year since the American Re- 
public under your enlightened guidance 
threw herself into the gigantic struggle 
which the free peoples, united by com- 
mon ideals of justice and democracy, are 
waging against the threatened yoke of 
autocracy and -militarisni. 

‘““While the valiant American troops 
are fighting.on the glorious soil of 


France, while new armies are about 
to cross the ocean, the powerful sup- 
port of the United -States_ stiffens the 
resistance of the people and the-soldiers 
of Italy. Full of faith in the justice of 
the common cause. and in the righteous- 
ness ‘of the Italian national aspirations, 
the soldiers of Italy await confidently 
the enemy’s offensive. On this eventful 
anniyersary they send with me their 
Greetings o you and to the American 
rmy.”’

unit, the General commanding was able 
to retreat step by step until relieved. - 

At Roye he learned that the troops on 
the left were unable to withstand pres- 
sure. He set off alone for the front 
line and personally led his men to a yic- 
torious counterattack. Their forces 
dwindled continually until. divisional in- 
struction units and schools of half-re-' 
covered wounded and engineers. were 
fighting in the front line. Yet the offi- 
cers of the cut-off division described the 
whole thus: ‘‘ At the end we had the 
impression that the German blood had 
reached its high-water mark. “ They 
did not seem to want to attack any 
more,’’ was the laconic phrase used. of 
the ultimate failure of the attempt of 
100,000 men to break 10,000. 

That is what I mean by saying that 
the French Army is professional. It 
possesses to the utmost degree that dis- 
passionate judgment which marks effi- 
cient business all the world over and 
which refuses to be influenced by the 
incidentals, however unpleasant these- 
are to individuals, in their consideration 
of big affairs. 

It must not be thought that this means 
that the French lack humanity or ten- 
derness. On the table of those very 
staff officers. was a bunch of Spring 
flowers, and the new graves that were 
being dug daily nearer the front are 
decked with flowers aiso. ‘ 


Tears came into an officer’s eyes as 
he described the heroism of one of his 
comrades, who was decorated with tho 
Legion of Honor on the battlefield for 
serving .a mitrailleuse all aloné to per- 
mit his section's withdrawal. He added, 
‘“‘ What was finer still in my opinion 
was that he carried men wounded, while 
serving his piece, to shelter on his own 
shoulder. It was only when the others 
had to retreat that he himself began 
firing. By a miracle he escaped slight- 
ly wounded.” 

In another sector a Sergeant today 
told me how with seventy comrades he 
repelled the assaults, ten times re- 
reated, of a German battalion on Mont 
Renaud. He concluded, smiling: 


‘““We were sorry to be relieved be- 
cause most of my men come from the 
invaded districts and had not had a 
chance to kill so many boches before.”’ 

This same Sergeant had a homeless 
puppy in his dugout and talked proudly 
of a thrush which he had trained to 
whistle patriotic airs and taken back 
to his mother in Paris. 

In_ short, 
highest to lowest are doing the work 
they know must be done. Their offt- 
cers have beén trained to war during 
the last forty years and are equal to 
every emergency. » ° 

But the French Army has full reli- 
ance upon the British also. The French 
know enough to make allowances and 
have great faith in the bulldog tenacity 
of the Britons. They have even greater 
faith in America. 

“Wh will the Americans be here?” 
‘How many Americans are there in 
France?’ are the questions asked in 
every front line sector of the present 
battle. 

France is putting her trust in America. 
It is our duty to see that France is not 
disappointed. 


Where They Fought Hand to Hand. 


THE TIMES correspondent has vis- 
ited one of the less active sectors of 
the great battle—between Lassigny and 


Noyon. The configuration of the ground 
resembled the country above Long 
Island Sound’ in Connecticut—low, 


wooded hills with steep sides, broken 
by occaslõnal stretches of valley. 

The weather was dull and clouded, 
which hampered the view but permitted 
me to overlook the German _ position 
from hill tops instead of being com- 
pelled to peer through narrow slits of 
observation posts under pain of being 
sniped or treated to a shell burst by the 
enemy.

The protest says that the feeling of 
indignation among the Russian masses 
oaused by the landing has been inten- 
aified by the statement issued ‘by Ad- 
miral Kato, the Japanese’. Commander. 
It fs denied that Japanese in Viadivostok 
are in danger, and the declaration is 
made that the landing is an interfer- 
ence in domestic ‘affairs. similar to the 
Japanese partiéipation in the civil war 
at. Blagovieshtchensk, in the Amur 
Provinee, where the Japanese are 
charged’ with having taken. up arms 
against the authority of the Soviet..- 

The murder of Japanese gt~ Vladivos- 
tok, it is said, was clearly of a provoca- 
tive character and cannot be charged 
to the legal authorities. The. protest 
declares. that the Japanese interference 
is an openly reactionary movement 
which threatens relations between the 
Japanese and Russian. peoples. Deep 
friendship ‘for the laboring masses in 
Japan and other countries is, expressed 
in the protest, which adds that they 
will undoubtedly raise their voices to 
compel the Japanese Government to 
withdraw.

The enormous demand that the Allies

Mthis country was discussed at length at 
a conference held at the Federal Food / their 


Board Headquarters yesterday of the 
fifty-three Deputy Food Arministrators 
of this State. They were summoned by 
Fedéral - Food Administrator Arthur 
Williams to consider the most available 
methods of enforcing wheat conserva- 
tion measures. Mr. Hoover was repre- 
sented by F. C. Walcott, Dr. Alonzo 
Taylor, and Richard Whitney of thé 
United States Food Administration. 

Mr. Walcott-and Dr: Taylor dwelt es- 
pecially on the urgent need of reducing 
ithe country’s wheat consumption to 
; about one-third of normal. Mr. Walcott 
made his address at the morning session 
at the Federal Fovud Board Headquar- 
ters, while Dr. ‘taylor spoke at.the aft- 
ernoon session, which was held at the 
Union League Club,’ where Federal Food 
Administrator Williams gave the assem- 
bled deputies a *' Heoverized ’’ luncheon. 

Describing conditions of famine in 
| Burope, caused by the war, Mr. Walcott 
pointed: out that abogt 4,750,000 persons 
have died of starvation there since the 
war. began, while about 4,250,000 wére 
killed by fighting. 

At the end of February,” he said, 
‘“‘Lord Rhondda cabled «for, 25,000,000 


‘| bvshels of. wheat a’ month for the next 


three qmonths.’ In addition we had to 
send 10,000;000 bushels to Cuba, and 15,- 
0'),000° bushels to Belgium in the same 
period. In all 105,000,000 bushels had 
to go out in March, April, and May. 
Lord Rhondda stated at that time, ‘Yqu 
will pardon my bluntness, but unless you 
can send this wheat, we will not be re- 
sponsible for the Allies continuing in this 
war." As fast as Mr. Hoover could write 
the answer he replied, ‘ We ship your 
wheat on time.’ And we are almost up 
to this schedule today.”’ 

Mr.. Walcott said that our ‘normal 
consumption for the six months com- 
mencing. in March and ending in Sep- 
tember, over a. period of. three years, 
amounted to 42,000,000 bushels of wheat 
per month. In order to Uve up to the 
demands of the Allies, ‘he added, it 
would be necéssary to ship two-thirds 
of that’ amount, leaving less than 15,- 
000,000 busheis a month for home con- 
sumption. To achieve the necessary 
saving, the well-to-do, according to 
Mr. Walcott, ‘would have to make a 
material’ reduction in their wheat con- 
sumption, supplanting their wheat and’ 
Cereal dishes ‘with other dishes. The

_TO NAVY DURING WAR 
New Tonnage Is 1,055,116, 


Daniels Tells the National 
Chamber of Commerce. 





CHICAGO, | April 10.—Since April 6, | 


1917, the day on which war was declared 
against Germany, there have been added 
to the United States Navy 1,275 vessels, 
aggregating 1,055,116 tons, Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels said tonight in an ad- 
dress before the National Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“In ‘addition * the battle cruisers, 
dreadnoughts, and scout cruisers au- 
thorized, some building and others de- 
ferred temporarily for the more pressing 
construction of ships to transport sol- 
diers, munitions, and supplies,” he said, 
“We are now building of what is tech- 
nically known as smaller craft, from 65 
to 1,215 tons each, 794 vessels, with an 
agrregate tonnage of 420,217. 

“We are working day and night in 
Government and in private plants on the 
construction of more American destroy- 
ers than were in all the allied navies 
when the war began, and every possible 


facility is being created to, construct ad- 
ditional fighting craft which can be ef- 
fective against the submarine warfare 
of assassination: and murder.

There are 
half as many families in the next 
group with average income: of, $850. 
They would pay the Government, if 
they pafd proportionately, almost 
thrice as much as those whose in- 
comes are but little smaller, so far and 
fast do their modest wages raise them 
in the scale. Families averaging only 
$1,000 income receive more than the 
families’ in any other group. 
This calculation by a leading trust 
company puts the expectations of the 
Government from families on the 
basis of proportions in both bonds and 
taxes at $7,250,000,000, and on cor- 
porations at,$2,750,000,000. The share 
of the banks {s put at half the share 
of.families,, Yet most of the comment 
is gp the basis of the banks doing most 
of the work. The cost of the war 
could not be raised by the banks and 
corporations. The loan would be a 
failure if it were raised by them. That 
would make this a rich man’s war. 
It is a war.for the people’s liberties, 
and the loan will be successful in pro- 
portion that the péople appreciate 
their relation to it.

The report of the Senate Military 

Affairs Committee on aircraft produc- 

tion lays stress upon the unfitness of 

the Signal Corps as at present organ- 


aviation program. General GEORGE 
O. Squier is the head of the corps. 
The committee recommends that air- 
craft production be turned over to 
“one executive. officer appointed by 
the President and responsible to him,” 
who shall surround himself with “-the 
“best aircraft engineers, both: Euro-

ANOTHER FIGHT FOR THE SEA. 
. A glance at*the map of the Western 
front shows that the base. for the 
strong German assault on thé Hine 
from La Bassée Canal to Armeriti¢res 
and still further north, almost as 
far as Comines, is Lille. From that 
great industrial city railroads radiate 
in every direction, affording a system 
for concentrating troops and trans- 
porting them to the front much supe- 
rior to the facilities at the disposal of 
the British. Therein lies a danger to 
Marshal HAre’s forces on that part of 
the line he has been defending. The 
German tactics in the offensive that 
was launched on March 21 call for 
assaults on a wide front that, if suc- 
cessful, will prepare the way for 
strategy ona major scale.. Flatten- 
ing out a salient is only an incident 
in the ‘execution of the German plans. 
While trench warfare continued, the 
reduction of a salient was a notable 
achievement. . 
That the Germans should have suc- 
ceeded in their drive north of Lens 
in pressing the British and a Portu- 
guese contingent back is disquiet- 
ing until the failure of the Ger- 
mans in: the south—that is to say, 
from La Féré to Arras—to attain 
Amiens or to open the road to Paris 
is weighed in the balance. The line 
of the Allies in the southern part of 
the field has been pushed back mile 
after mile, but nowhere has a gap 
been made through which mobile 
troops could be poured in great 
strength. The attack in the north 
signifies that the Germans khoyw that 
they are far behind their schedule 
elsewhere, with final success in grave 
doubt. It is ebvious that in thfs new 
venture they are pursuing the same 
tactics as they have employed in the 
south, their immediate object being to 
smash the enemy line on a wide front, 
and demoralize and disorganize the 
British Army, {solating one part of it 
from the other; the ultimate German 
object being, in this case, tp get 46 
the sea and break up the defensive 
campaign in the north altogether. 
With their superior transportation § 
and their "resultant greater strength 
in men and guns, the Germans, start- 
ing their’assault in thick weather, 
had no serious difficulty in forcing 
the irregular British line back at sev- 
eral points between the La Bassée 
Canal and Armentiéres. Two “ towns,” 
north and south of the old fight- 
ing ground of Neuve Chapelle—re- 
spectively, Richebourg-St. Vaast and 
Laventie—were taken, and at Fau- 
quissart and Cardonnerle. Farm the 
British had to give, ground. At 
crossings on the River Lawe and 
Lys the fighting was especially 
heavy, and the Lys south of Armen- 
tiéres was crossed in several places. 
But it is to be borne -in mind 
that ‘every foot of that region is 
familiar to the defenders, and that 
in the Fall of 1914 it was the scene 
of the fight for the sea, which-the 
Germans lost,.although ‘they were in 
greatly superior force. 
A heavy attack in the neighbor- 
hood of Comines, which is only five 
miles from Ypres of glorious mem- 
ery for the British, indicates that 
the Germans have begun another 
fight for the sea. But how changed 
are the conditions on the British side. 
In October, 1914, they were often 
reduced to desperate straits for want 
of reinforcements, divisions dwin- 
dling to skeletons of brigades and 
regiments to little more than cor- 
porals’ guards; and the British be- 
came grimly familiar with failing am- 
munition. It “has. been said that 
“whole battalions virtually . disap- 
peared.” Nevertheless, remnants held 
on and saved the day. The firat Ypres 
was a positive British victory. The 
Kaiser, waiting at Roulers for news 
of an overwhelming triumph, ‘was 
doomed to disappointment. 
In the present battle there is a dis- 
parity of numbers in favor of the 
Germans, but it is probably not so 
great as it was in 1914. At the 
first Ypres there were sometimes 
eight ‘Germans to every British sol- 
dier on the field, and often four or 
five. And the British today are said 
to have abundant ammunition and 
superiority.in the air. They will un- 
doubtedly take heavy «toll of the 
massed Germans, and the presump- 
tion is that the British will retire: to 
prepared positions for tactical reasons 
rather than from absolute necessity. 
The counterstroke at Givenchy, which 
netted them 750 prisoners, is of good

If it were shown or ea that the 
choice is between moving mail and get- 
ting* men into. the field, equipped and 
supplied, there would be patriotic resig- 
nation, even to a complete abandonment, 
till: the crisis is over, of all efforts: to 
keep up communication of what might 
be called the personal sort. But that 
has not been shown and it is ndét be- 
‘lieved. -.On the contrary, the all but 
universal impression is that the mili- 
tary authorities do not sufficientty ap- 
preciate the benefits that would follow 
both here and on; the other side of the 
ocean if the present anxieties were tight- 
ened by a fairly frequent exchange of 
information as to individual conditions 
and fortunes, 

If space and tonnage lack for the 
transportation of letters, let the size. of 
the communications be reduced. Far 
better than nothing would be the weekly 
receipt of a printed card such as is 
used by both the British and the French 
—a card on which nothing is written 
except the signature, the other news 
being conveyed by crossing out printed 
lines till only those are left that tell 
the few vital facts: that everybody feels 
that he or she niust know about the 
absent one to make life tolerable. Such 
cards would not satisfactory, but 
they woufd be vastly better than noth- 
ing, and an enormous number of them 
would occupy little space. . 

Anything is better than silence, con- 
tinuing week after week, and equally 
harniful to morale here and in Frahce.

A Serious deeply tinged with-in- 
Mistake dignation that all sane 
Wai Made. nd reasonably enlight- 


ened people will hear of 
the decision by the heads of the Red 
Cross not to use for animal experimenta- 
tion—often and almost always incorrect- 
ly called: ‘ vivisection”—the money 
hitherto appropriated by them for that 
purpose. The decision may mean avoid- 
ing the loss of a few contributions to 
the Red Cross funds, but it also means 
the triumph of vicious ignorancé over 
common sense, and it will encourage to 
further efforts the members of the most 
detestable and not the least dangerous 
group of men and women to be found in 
the United States. 

The campaign of the anti-vivisection- 
ists is waged, now as always, with no 
other weapons than those of calumny 
and falsehood. They deliberately and 
persistently make the most abominable 
accusations against men who have done 
and are doing an enormous amount of 
successful work to mitigate human suf- 
ferjng'and to save human life. Inci- 
dentally, these same workers are con- 
ferring like advantages. on innumerable 
domestic animals, but let that pass: The 
immediate issue is that interference with 
animal experimentation just now de- 
creases the safety of the men in our 
army and navy, makes impossible, so 
far as the interference is effective, the 
conquest of séveral terrible diseases to 
which the fighters for liberty are still 
exposed, and sets up the absurd ¢laims 
of fanatic degenerates against the well- 
demonstrated truths of medical science, 

And the Red Cross cautiously says that 
it does not take sides‘ for or against 
“ vivisection”’! Such caution is repre- 
hensible—is utterly_unworthy of that 
great and beneficent organization. It 
should take sides, standing for right and 
against wrong... The immediate profit 
of doing anything else or less will be 
dearly bought in future loss of both 
money and respect. Red Cross money, 
in the amount that was proposed, could 
not possibly have been better invested 
than in the establishment of a biological 
laboratory near the scene of war for the 
study of the maladies of soldiers which 
this sort of research has not yet con- 
quered. It was weak, and worse than 
weak, for the Red Cross to heed the 
hysterical shrieks and the monstrous 
charges of venality and murder that 
came from a few people whoni it strains 
charity to call deluded or insane. ,

Why. It Shares the Fat the Fate of the. Rus- 
- alan State. 


To the ** The Note York Times; . 
the collapse of the Russian 
Church, concerning which communion 
there appeared in your.columns of re- 
cent date an interesting. historical ré- 
sumé, it may be stated as an axiom that 
{no national: church can outlive its pe- 
culiarly natione® inspiration. 
| It has been the chief characteristic 
of both'the Orthodox and other. Fastern 
Churches that they have been since the. 
very beginnings of Christianity m Tur- 
key proper, Syria,. Greece, Rumania, 
and the Slavonic countries, nationally 
particularistic. In each community 
where Orthodox Christianity has: es- 
tablished itself, we find the Church, not 
as the mere vehicle of religious ex- 
pression, but as the especial and chief 
exponent of nationalism. This. is true 
in all ‘the non-Protestant communities 
in the Turkish Empire, and is especially 
true in Bulgaria, Serbia, and Rumania, 
as well as in Russia: So well i3 this 
principle recogni 
the Turkish word ** millet” means both 
“ religion ’’ and “ nationality.’’ The.en- 
‘tire :politico-ecclesiastical basis of East, 
ern Christianity is embodied in this un- 
deniable fact, which really constitutes 
the most important point of difference. 
between the great Eastern and Western 
Christian communions. The non-Protes- 
tent West, with the incomparable or- 
ganization of Rome at its head, has 
always insisted on extra-national cen- 
tralization, while the whole Wastern 
conception of Church government. has 
been based upon intra-nationaliém, with 
the State as the inseparable protector 
of the Church, and the Church as an in- 
tegral part of the State. So, when the 
Russian people, to quote President Wil- 
son, ‘‘ by their own act ’’ destroyed their 
political integrity, the fall of the Church 
as a factor was inevitable and should 
excite no ‘surprise. 

Most unfortunately, since the disap- 
pearance of religious influence, that de- 
votion and piety, for which the Rus- 
sians’ ‘were justly celebrated, seem to 
have found another outlet, degenerating 
in many quarters into the “ worship of 
mankind,’”’ with the, pernicious. gospel 
of license instead of liberty, and en- 
croachment instead of equality. 

What the ultimate destiny of Russian 
Orthodoxy as an organized body is to 
be, no man can predict at this moment, 
but, judging by past history, it may 
safély be prophesied that its fate will 
be that of the ‘future Russian State, or 
‘of the. component parts, into which 
futurp Russia = resolve herself.

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Changes In the Russian Language.

Your editorial artivie in today’s T1ImEs,on 
the elimination, by the Bolsheviki, ef three 
letters from the Russian alphabet directs 
attention to a fiasco by the Batiushka ex- 
Czar himself in changing the name of the 
Russian capital, of which we have a flour- 
ishing namesake’ city in our own’ Virginia, 
to that of Petrograd. The latter is a com- 
pound word, ‘‘ Petro-grad,"’ neither portion 
of which is Russian. Petro stands for Peter. 
In the ancient Slavi Church’ language 
‘* grad’ means town. This combination was 
probably inspirei by the unlamented monk 
Rasputin. In the real Russian language 
‘* grad’’ means halistone, consequently Pe- 
trograd means ‘‘ Hails of Peter.’’ The Bati- 
ushka meant to name the town Petrogorod, 
signifying ‘‘ The City of Peter.’’ It is to be 
expected, as soon as Russia shall free her- 
self from ‘hefistones ef ‘interior and exterior 
kind, which “is certain to dome with and by 
the ald of the United States of America, the 
name cf her capital will be Glavnygorod, 
which means Capital City, or most important 
city. This is typical ef the nomenclature of 
Russian cities: Novogerod, New City; Staro- 
gorod,: Old City, &c.

$56,076,000, IN WAR TAXES. 


February Receipts Bring the Total 
Since July 1 to $251,890,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—War taxes 
took from the pockets Q the American 
people $56,076,000 in February, or} $251,- 
890,000 in the eight months since last 
July 1. These figures, reported today 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau, are 
the tax increases for those periods over 
the same periods of the year previous, 
and represent substantially the result 
of heavier war levies. 

Total internal revenue collections in 
February were $89,130,000, and since 
July 1, 1917, were $549,962,000. This 
is only .one-geventh of the $3,400,000,- 
000 total expected from tax sources, 
mainly income and excess profits gave, 
before next July 1. 

Freight. tax collections of $4,625,000, 
répresenting 8 per cent. of freight pay- 
ments, indicate that $57,812,500 worth 
of hauling’ business was done by. the. 
‘railroads. Most of this probably was 
for January,. as reports on collecfions 
were several weeks late.

Industries Board, of which Bertiard M.

GOVERNMENT PLANS 
LARGER GUN WORKS 
Increased War Activity Due to 


German Advance Reflected 
in Steel Trade. 








INCREASE IN INGOT OUTPUT 





Considerable Time Must Elapse 
‘Before Commercial Consump- * 
tion Will Be Encouraged. 





The impetus applied to the United 
States ‘Government’s war preparations 
by the German advance in Picardy is 
finding marked reflection in the steel 
trade. As the result. of increased de- 
mands upon the mills observers of con- 
ditions predict that it will be a consid- 
erable time before commercial steel con- 
sumption will receive encouragement. 


the week,’’ The Iron Age says, “is the 
definite shaping -of Government plans 
for the immediate building of larger gun 
works than the United States has today 
and for a corresponding increase in the 
manufacture of the largest shells at new 
plants. The new artillery program will 
include many 16-inch howitzers mounted 
on trucks. Their manufacture is likely 
to be undertaken by a great interest 
not now engaged on guns, and deliveries 
are not counted on nee late 1919 or 
early 1920. 

“‘ This first week of the country’s sec- 
ond year in the war is thus marked by 
the clearest indications yet given that 
American steel output will at length be 
so far taken up by the Government and 
its allies as to leave little for so-called 
ordinary uses either at home or abroad.” 

The name of the.company which is ex- 
pected to undertake the manufacture of 
the big cannon could not. be learned 
yesterday. Supposition pointed toward 
‘the Steel Corporation, which is engaged 
in making large forgings and ‘has not 
yet entered the ordnance field, but con- 
firmation was not bdbtained. 

‘The vast enlargement of the natidn’s 
offensive preparations that has come in 
the fortnight,’’ The Iron Age gontinued, 
‘“‘has already stirred the machine tool 
trade. Great activity is looked for also 
from the doubling of the output of va- 
rious shell plants by Government order 
and the call for large numbers of motor 
trucks to be sent at once to France. ~ 

** Steel mills have been under pressure 
from Washington in the last week in 
an effort to have January and February 
shortages made up, particularly those in 
plates. The mills’have had the help. of 
a better car supply, which ih the Pitts- 
burgh district has been especially fortu- 


nate in view of the large proportion of 
output required by the Government. The 
leading producer there has turned nearly 
90 per cent. of its recent production into 
Government and war contract chee 
and several plants in the same istrict 
that lately have given 60 to 75 per cent. 
of their production to such business are

The bills 
provide for the consolidation. of the 
Hydraulic Power Company, the Niagara 
Power Company, and the Cliff Electric 
Distributing Company, which is a sub- 
‘sidiary of the Hydraulic Company. 

The Federal Government came to the 
support of the scheme because con-

The War Department sent General 
Charles Keller to appear before the War 
Committee as its spokesman. After 
listening to what he had to say the 
committee went into executive session, 
amended the bills to eliminate objec- 
tionable features and safeguard the pub- 
lio. interest and reported them. They 
will be passed as war measures under 
an emergency message from Governor 
/Whitman,: probably tomorrow. 

. General Keller told the committee that’ 
the United ‘States Government was fac- 
ing an exceedingly bad power situation 
that would be more acutely felt toward 
the middle of next Winter than it was 
now. He said that the Government had 
commandeered the entire power output 
of thé two corporations it was pro- 
posed to consolidate, but was short 136,- 
000 horse power in the energy requiréd 
to keep war industries at N iggara Falls 
and in the frontier district moving. 

; Importance of Niagara. 

“Niagara Falls is the only place in 
the country where the Government ¢an 
undertake to make provisions for in- 
creased power production and get quick 
results,’ said General Keller. He urged 
that. consolidation of the corporations 
Was essential to the realization of the 
Government's plans. 

Senator Ross Graves of Buffalo raised 
objections, although admiting that the 
Federal Government was entitled to all 
the help the State could give. He made 
a sensational attack at the last sessiofi 
on similar measures introduced’ by 
Senator Thompson, then as now amid 
the rush and’ confusion of the closing 
days. He suggested that General Keller 
and the Secretary of War could not 
possibly have studied the measures, or 
they would not have supported them, 

General Keller hastened to explain 
that it was the project, not any partic- 
ular bill for its ew amp i that he had

‘“‘No © bill - éver gave: such . "bread 
powers,’’ said the Senator. “‘It is giv- 
ing away valuable franchise rights 
without a cent of return to the State. 
There is no provision té limit capitaliza- 
tion that will serve as a basis for rates, 
and we on the Amercan side are paying 
now for power from the falls twice 
what they are paying in Canada, There 
is no provision for State supervision. It 
is outrageous, scandalous. The people 


would stone us if we dared to pass bills 
like. these.’’
